STRASBOURG, France, 
Sept 14, (Agencies): Palestine 
Liberation Organisation 
chief Yasser Arafat, stating 
he is ready to meet Israeli 
officials to discuss establish- 
ing an independent Palestin- 
ian state, urged Israeli voters 
today to support “peace- 
lovers” among Jewish 
politicians. 

Arafat appeared elated and 
made strikingly conciliatory 
remarks towards Israel in a news 
conference on thesecond day of a 
European Parliament visit. 

Arafat used the offices of the 
Parliament as a platform to focus 
attention on his efforts to build a 
Palestinian state out of the nine- 
month-old uprising in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip.

He issued yesterday his most 
unequivocal statement yet on

Arafat also said UN Resolu- 
tion 242 did not go far enough in 
addressing the creation of Pales- 
tinian state. “It only approaches 
the question from the point of 
view of refugees,” he said. 

He offered two alternatives 
that could serve as a basis for an 
international conference on 
peace in the Middle East. 

One alternative, Arafat said, 
would be acceptance of all UN 
resolutions on the “question of 
Palestine,” and not just Resolu- 
tions 242 and 338. 4 

Resolutions 

His other proposal was accep- 
tance of those two resolutions 
and “the affirmation of the 
legitimate rights of the Palestin- 
ian people, and first of all, its' 
right to self-determination.” 

Arafat today met Greek 
Foreign Minister Caroios 
PapouUas, who holds the rotat- 
ing presidency of the European 
Economic Community* of which 
the Parliament is the largely con- 
sultative elected assembly. 

Arafat said the discussions 
were “very positive”. Without 
giving details, he said he is trying 
to determine whether European, 
East-bloc and non-aligned states 
would recognise a Palestinian 
provisional government if one is 
declared is the occupied 
territories. 

Arafat said at the press con- 
ference the PNC would choose 
between two options — to place 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
under international protection 
following an Israeli withdrawal, 
or declare a Palestinian state 
under Israeli occupation and set 
up a provisional government.

Arafat added that the likely 
response of Europe, which 
played a major role m the crea- 
tion of Israel in 1948, to a prov- 
isional government could affect 
the PNC decision. 

Arafat today also met with 
French Foreign Minister Roland 
Dumas over fierce opposition 
from French Jewish groups. The 
two men had met once before, in ' 
Tunis in 1985, but .never in 
France. 

But French officials main- 
tained the meeting technically 
was not in France, as the 
European Parliament has extra- 
territorial status. 

Arafat went so far today as to 
deliver “Shana Tova” greetings 


to Israeli citizens for the Jewish 
new year, just over. He implicitly 
urged Israeli voters to back

hak Shamir'sconservati ve Likud 
Party. 

Peres has supported the idea of 
an international conference on 
peace in the Middle East, which 
Shamir has opposed.

20 slain in Sikh attack 


AMRITSAR, Sept 14, (AP): 
Sikh militants opened fire in a 
grain market in the northern 
Indian state of Punjab, killing at 
least 20 people and wounding 60 
others, a senior police official 
; said today. 

J.P. Virdhi, senior superinten- 
dent of police for Patiala district, 
where the killings occurred late 
yesterday, said at least 1 Omasked 
gunmen entered the main grain 
market in Sirhind town, 190 
kilometres (119 miles) southeast 
of Amritsar, and opened fire on 


the crowd. 

He said 17 people died at the 
scene and three died later in hos- ' 
pilals. The victims were mostly 
labourers from the eastern state 
of Bihar, who were working late 
into the night loading grain. 

Twenty of the injured were in 
serious condition, Virdhi said. 
Seven women and five children 
were among others injured. 

The assailants fired into the 
crowd for nearly 15 minutes 
before fleeing on motor-scooters 
and motorcycles, he said.

sanctions 

WASHINGTON, Sept 14. 
(Reuter): The Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee today 
recommended sweeping new 
economic sanctions against 
South Africa. 

The 1 0-9 vote along party lines 
is expected to prove merely sym- 
bolic. Proponents of the bill ack- 
nowledge they do not have the 
votes to bait a probable 
Republican Party filibuster in 
the full Senate or to override a 
presidential veto if the measure 
reaches the White House. 


US agrees 
to pay 
UN dues 

WASHINGTON, Sept 14, 
(Reuter): The United States, sat- 
isfied that the United Nations 
has made progress towards 
reforms it sought, has agreed to 
pay contribuuons it had with- 
held from the world body. 

President Reagan ordered 
payment by Oct 1 of S 1 88 million 
in dues withheld over the past 
two years, the White House 
announced yesterday. 

Reagan will also seek to 
arrange payment over the next 
few years of another S520 million 
owed the financially strapped 
organisation by the United 
States but never paid for various 
reasons, the White House said. 

US contributions account for 
25 per cent of the UN budget and 
31 per cent of the cost of UN 
peacekeeping operations. 

Positive 

UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar welcomed the 
US move as “a most positive 
development” but said it would 
not solve the world body's finan- 
cial crisis. 

“President Reagan has deter- 
mined that the United Nations 
has reformed its operation to the 
point he can release the United 
States funding for that institu- 
tion,” White House spokesman 
Marlin Fitzwaler told reporters. 

“In addition to adopting 
important organisational 
reforms, the United Nations is 
undertaking major new peace- 
keeping operations in Afghanis- 
tan and the Gulf. The UN is 
directly serving important long- 
term objectives of this adminis- 
tration to end regional conflicts 
and advance peace and freedom 
around the world,” Fitzwater 
said. 

• Request 

Reagan also will request full 
funding for the UN in the gover- 
nment's fiscal year 1990 — a 
figure expected to total about 
$476 million, Fitzwater said. 

Fitzwater said the administra- 
tion withheld payment of the 
$188 million to carry out con- 
gressional orders to pressure the 
UN to make staff cutbacks and 
reform its budget procedures. 

“Although reform is incom- 
plete, it is striking,” he said. 

The President concluded that 
the US pressure had achieved its 
goals just two weeks before be 
was to travel to New York to 
address the UN General Assem- 
bly and meet with Perez de 
Cuellar. 

Perez de Cuellar had said the 
US funding refusal could limit 
the organisation's ability to pay 
its bills beyond November and 
could threaten the monitoring of 
ceasefires by UN peacekeeping 
forces. 

He welcomed yesterday’s 
decision but said in a statement 
issued by his press office: “The- 
partial payment of arrears does 
not solve the financial crisis of 
the organisation. 

Debt 

“Until the outstanding con- 
tributions by all member states 
are paid, the organisation will 
continue to operate with 
inadequate current income and 
virtually without reserves." 

The US is not the only country 
in debt to the UN. According to a 
list issued at the end of July, the 
Soviet Union owed almost $10 
million for the regular budget 
and $252 million for UN peacek- 
eeping. 

Other big debtors were South 
Africa ($33.9 million), Brazil 
($17.9 million), Iran ($12.1 
million) and Argentina ($6.3 
million).

Diplomat shot at CIA operative, claims Cuba 


LONDON, Sept 14, , _ 

The Cuban embassy chained yes- 
terday that .its commercial atta- 
che, expelled along with the 
ambassador after opening fire in 
a London street and wounding a 
man, shot at a stalking CIA 
operative who had fried to get 
hun to defect. 

As the two envoys flew out 
within the 24-hour expulsion 
deadline, the embassy said the 
Central Intelligence Agency 
operative was a former Cuban 
diplomat who defected last Ju ne, 
and identified him as Florentine) 
Azpfllaga Lombard. 

m a statement read on the 
embassy steps* First Secretary 
Roberto de Armas charged 
collusion between the British and 
US secret services over the 
incident — which enraged the 


Foreign Office because of its 
strict ban on diplomats carrying 
arms. 

“The traitor in a menacing 
way instructed Senor Medina 
Perez (the commercial attache) 
to defect," said De Armas. “In 
reply to this he took out the gun 
he was carrying, fired it and the 
group ran away.” 

Tractd 

London police announced in a 
brief statement that anti-terror- 
ist squad detectives “traced and 
interviewed" the man injured in 
the Monday afternoon shooting 
and “we are wholly satisfied he 
was not posing a threat to 
anyone." 

“We will not be releasing his 
details,” the statement from 
Scotland Yard police headquar- 
ters added. “Following the 


action of the Foreign Office, the 
inquiry is now dosed.” 

Ambassador Oscar Feraan-

Escaped

Witnesses have said that 
Perez, who opened fire outside 
his apartment in West London, 
shot at a group of three men and a 
woman who fled and escaped in a 


He was stopped by police, 
claimed diplomatic immunity 
and then told the Foreign Office 
he fired because he was m fear of 
his life. 

The Foreign Office refused to 
comment on pie reports that the 
communist diplomat was under 
British or US security 
surveillance. 

Britain's opposition Labour 
Party wiled the affair a “mon- 
umental mess” and called on 
Prime Minister Margaret That- 
cher to state whether British and 
US intelligence agents were 
involved and whether Perez was 
being shadowed. 

A political row built up as 
opposition politicians charged 
yesterday that the gun-wielding 
diplomat was apparently bong 
trailed by security services. 


Iran expects 
better ties with 
GCC states 


ABU DHABI, Sept 14, (AP): 
Iran and the Gulf Co-operation 
Council countries are heading 
toward rapprochement after 
Tehran accepted a United 
Nations-sponsored ceasefire in 
the Gulf war, an Iranian envoy 
has said. 

Mustafa Foumeni Haeri, 
Iran's ambassador to the United 
Arab Emirates, said he expected 
better relations particularly with 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia. 

But he said Saudi Arabia has 
to take the “first step” toward 
restoring diplomatic relations 
with Iran, which Riyadh severed 
five months ago after an Iranian 
attack on a Saudi ship in the 
Gulf. 

'‘Iran has taken several steps 
to improve relations with the 
Gulf slates, and Gulf slates res- 
ponded positively after we accep- 
ted (UK) Resolution 598." he 
said in an interview. 

Efforts 

Saudi Arabia, the GCCs lead- 
ing member, had sent its ambas- 
sador in Washington, Prince 
Bandar Bin Sultan, to Geneva to 
back UN Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar’s efforts 
to mediate a settlement between 
Iran and Iraq. 

The ceasefire took hold on 
Aug 20, and five days later Iran 
and Iraq began peace talks in 
Geneva. The talks have been 
adjourned. 

The Iranian ambassador wel- 
comed the Saudi effort. He said: 
“This positive move can help 
improve relations ... The Saudis 
-should put pressure on Iraq to 
stop imposing more demands.” 
Iran has been accusing Iraq of 
raising side issues that are impen- 
ding the peace talks. 

“We are ready to resume rela- 
tions with Saudi Arabia, 
provided the Saudis take the first 
step, as they were the first to 
break ties,” Haeri said. 

In addition to Kuwait and 
Saudi Arabia, the GCC also 
groups B ahrain, Qatar, Oman 
and the United Arab Emirates. 
The UAE and Oman have main- 
tained good ties with Iran, des- 
pite its eight-year-old war with 
Iraq. 

Kuwait suffered the brunt of 
the spillovers of the Iran-Iraq 
war. Charging Kuwait was aid- 
ing Iraq's war effort, Iranian for- 
ces fired missiles into Kuwaiti 
territory and attacked ships trad- 


ing with that country’. 

Haeri said he visited Kuwait 
last month and delivered a mes- 
sage from lraniao Foreign Mini- 
ster Ali Akbar Velayali to 
Kuwait's Deputy Premier and 
Foreign Minister Sheikh Sabah 
A1 Ahmed. 

He said: “My talks in Kuwait 
were very good and 1 expect our 
relations to improve.” 

Kuwait turned to foreign 
powers to protect its oil exports, 
re-registering 1 1 oil tankers in the 
Unite! States to entitle them to 
warship protection and charter- 
ing other ships from the Soviet 
Union. 

Iran has been pressing for 
withdrawal of foreign fleets from 
the Gulf and the ambassador 
said: "The Kuwaitis told me that 
they would not need US escort 
warship after peace was establi- 
shed in the Gulf.” 

Haeri said he also delivered a 
message from Iranian President 
Ali Khamenei to the Amir of 
Bahrain. Sheikh Isa Bin Salman 
A1 Khalifa. 

Haeri reiterated, however, 
that Iranian gunboats will con- 
tinue inspection of merchant 
ships until the total implementa- 
tion of UN Security Council 
Resolution 598. 

Priority 

Aspartofthenewturninlran-

Iraq agrees to attend 
New York meeting 


GENEVA, Sept 14, (Agencies): 
Iraq announced its agreement 
today to attend a Gulf peace 
meeting at the United Nations in 
New Y ork, putting to rest doubts 
whether talks would continue. 

UN mediator Jan Eliasson 
adjourned peace talks in Geneva 
yesterday and asked the Iranian 
and Iraqi foreign ministers to 
meet in New York before return- 
ing to Geneva later. 

Iraq immediately responded 
by saying it would only go to 
New York once a date was fixed 
for the resumption of the Geneva 
talks. 

The Iraqi delegation issued a 
statement today saying it would 
attend the New York meeting in 
the first week of October even 
though a Geneva date has not yet 
been settled. 

Resume 

The Iraqi statement said that 
the Iraqi delegation had stated 
the necessity ofagreei agon when 
the Geneva talks would resume, 
before the Iranian and UN 
negotiators leave Geneva. 

“Nevertheless, out of respect 
to the (UN) secretary-genera! 
and in affirmation of the long co- 
operation between Iraq ana the 
United Nations and the 
secretary-general, Iraq accepted 
the holding of a meeting in New 
York during the first week of 
October to be followed soon 
thereafter by the resumption of 
direct talks in Geneva,” it said. 

It deplored the fact the new 
Geneva date had not been agreed 
before Eliasson flew to New 
York today, adding: “The Iraqi 
delegation hopes that the said 
date will be fixed very soon.” 

The Iraqi statement said it 
could not accept New York as a 
venue for long and thorough 
negotiations due to the “current 
vicious campaign against Iraq” 
and for other practical reasons —

Yesterday, Bush pledged his 
support for expansion of 
American markets abroad and 
suggested that Dukakis and his 
fellow Democrats are only con- 
cerned with production controls.

Bush cited a published report 
that quoted a Dukakis aide as 
saying the Democratic nominee 
might re-examine the US policy 
of selling government-subsidized 
wheat to the Soviets.

JOHANNESBURG, South 
Africa, Sept 14, (Agencies): Pope 
John Paul II, an outspoken critic 
of South Africa's apartheid 
policies, made an unscheduled 
landing today in Johannesburg 
after bad weather and airport 
equipment trouble prevented his 
plane from going to Lesotho. 

The Pope, who had planned to 
bypass South Africa during his 
current tour of neighbouring 
states, spent three hours at Jan 
Smuts airport before he and his 
entourage left for Lesotho in a 
convoy of cars and buses. 

He did not kiss the ground at 
Jan Smuts, as he customarily 
does the first time he visits a 
country, and made no public 
statements during his stay in the 
terminal. * 

Privilege 

The trip to Lesotho was expec- 
ted to take at least five hours over 
a 440- kilometre (270-mile) route. 

Foreign Minister Pik Botha 
greeted the Pope on the steps 
leading from the plane and 
accompanied him into a VIP 
lounge while security forces 
deployed inside and outside the 
terminal. 

"We consider it a privilege to 
assist the Holy Father,” said 
Botha, who ordered 100 lun- 
cheons for the entourage. 


Meanwhile, in Maseru, a stan- 
doff continued between police 
and suspected guerrillas who 
commandeered a bus of nuns, 
schoolchildren and pilgrims that 
was en route to see John Paul. 

Robin Cartwright, the pilot of 
the Pope's chartered Air Zim- 
babwe Boeing 707, circled over 
Maseru, Lesotho, for 30 minutes 
before deciding to divert the 
flight because of a low doud ceil- 
ing and malfunctioning radio 
beacons at the airport. 

The Pope’s spokesman,

Kidnapped 

In Maseru, a British diplomat 
said the pilgrims were still being 
held hostage in a bus outside the 
British High Commission 
(Embassy). 

An unknown number of nuns 
and children travelling to see the 
Pope were kidnapped yesterday 
evening. One priest said the gun- 


men boarded the bus dressed in 
nuns' habits. He said it was carry- 
ing about 60 pilgrims. 

Nervous Lesotho soldiers kept 
newsmen away from the scene. 
Gervaise Chavasse. British 
deputy high commissioner, said 
one hostage had managed to 
escape. 

"He is talking to the police and 
says -the hijackers claim to be 
members of the Lesotho Libera- 
tion Army,'' Chavasse said.

Another Christian, Raymond 
Edde, 73, who has lived in self- 
imposed exile since 1976 after 
several abortive assassination 
attempts, threw his hat into the 
ring Monday and announced he 
would run as a candidate. 

The right-wing Lebanese For- 
ces, the Christian’s main militia, 
are understood to have dropped 
their earlier opposition to Edde, 
raising some hopes that he could 
be acceptable to both sides as a 
compromise candidate. 

High-level US mediation bet- 
ween Damascus and Lebanon's 
Christians hit snags last month 
after Franjieh announced his 
candidacy two days before the 
Aug 1 8 parliament session.

Gorbachev defends * <f erman 
reform policies savours 


MOSCOW, Sept 14. (Reuter): 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev, facing a second day of 
haranguing on the streets of the 
Siberian aty of Krasnoyarsk, 
defended his perestroika reform 
policies and called on people to 
do more for themselves. . 

Soviet television yesterday 
'showed Gorbachev jningling 
with crowds in Krasnoyarsk, 
whore he was greeted on his 
arrival on Monday with a stream 
of complaints about the 
Kremlin's failure to improve 
food supplies. 

Attitude 

“Every leader would like to 
open a box and offer the 1 people 
the contents,” he told workers 
outside a chemicals plant, “but 
we have nothing to open.” 

Facing a bombardment _ of 
criticism about food supplies, 
prices, work conditions and 
pollution, the Kremlin leader 
blamed government attitudes, 
ministerial blunders and bad 
pl anning , but said it was up to the 
people to work themselves. 

“People keep coming to me 
and saying, '‘Mikhail Ser- 
geyevich, do something,” Gor- 
bachev said. “But it is time to 
abandon Tsars and dictators. Of 


course we need authoritative 
people and leaders, but at all 
levels, from the bottom up.” 

A number of people com- 
plained bitterly about the recen- 
tly-introduced co-operative sys- 
tem, a mainstay of Gorbachev’s 
perestroika, or economic res- 
tructuring. 

Answering charges that co- 
operative ventures attracted the 
best workers out of the state sec- 
tor, Gorbachev said that such 
ventures would be essential to 
help prevent unemployment 
when industry, shed up to 14 
million jobs by the year 2000. 

But he conceded that some of 
the prices being charged by co- 
operatives were excessive. “Five 
times as much as the state price is 
outrageous,” he said. 


The television also showed a 
meeting between Gorbachev and 
local leaders and heads of enter- 
prises, where he took the oppor- 
tunity to pass on some of the 
complaints he had heard. 

Interrupting an address on 
meat production figures, the 
Soviet leader -retorted: “Your 
calculations say we have almost 
reached the right figure, but the 
people are laughing.”

BONN, Sept 14, (Reuter): West 
German businessman Rudolf 
Cordes has returned home from 
20 months captivity after being 
released by his Lebanese kidnap- 
pers — a freedom Bonn says was 
won without concessions. 

Gaunt but apparently 
physically healthy, Cordes 
arrived at Cologne- Bonn airport 
on a special Air Force jet late on 
Tuesday night, exactly a day 
after his abductors set him free 
on a Beirut Street. From there he 
had been taken to Damascus. 

He was whisked away by 
another plane in the darkness to 
an undisclosed location. 

Throughout Tuesday trium- 
phant politicians in Bonn said 
Cordes' release — just over a year 
after a second West German, 
Alfred Schmidt, was set free by 
Lebanese kidnappers — had 
shown the merits of good rela- 
tions with Iran and Syria. 

But Foreign Minister Hans- 
Dietrich Genscher and Chan- 
cellery Minister Wolfgang 
Schaeuble, head of the govern- 
ment’s hostage crisis team, stres- 
sed that Bonn had made no fin- 
ancial dad or exchange for a 
Lebanese hijacker on trial in 
Frankfurt. 

Schaeuble, who flew to 
Damascus yesterday with Cor- 
des' wife Marlene to greet the 
former captive and bring him 
home, told national television 
that Cordes, 55, was in good 
health “considering the circum- 
stances.” 

Ground-breaking 
visit to Hungary 

TEL AVIV, Sept 14, (Reuter): 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir went to Hungary today 
for the first visit by an Israeli 
premier to an East Eurojwan 
country, except Romania, since 
Israel's creation in 1948. 

Aides said the visit was a 
private one but Shamir would 
stay in a residence for high-rank- 
ing government guests and meet 
Pmne Minister Karoly Grissz 
and Foreign Minister Peter 
Varkonyi.

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Rains renew 
disaster 
fears in Sudan 

KHARTOUM, Sept 14, (AP): 
Heavy overnight rains flooded 
Khartoum’s streets yesterday, 
snarling traffic and causing 
damage in several shamy towns 
for a second time in just over a 
month. 

. Some houses collapsed in a 
Khartoum quarter, raising fears 
of a renewal of last month's 
disaster that killed at least 96 
people and left millions homeless 
in central, western and northern 
Sudan. 

Thousands of workers and 
employees lined up. wailing for 
buses held up by traffic jams, and 
many shops and restaurants were 
closed. 

The rains started late Monday 
and went on through the night 
until early yesterday. 

Houses in the shantytowns of 
Haj Yousif. Kartoon Kassala 
and Takaraul around Khar- 
toum. weakened in the August 
downpour, are near total 
collapse, witnesses said. 

M ore than right inches (20 cm) 
of rain fell on Khartoum Aug 4- 
5. triggering massive floods that 
were made worse by the annual 
flood of the Nile from drought-

Situation becoming difficult in Bangladesh 

Acute shortage of fresh food 


DHAKA, Sept 14, (Reuter): Hie 
death loll in devastating mon- 
soon floods in Bangladesh top- 
ped 1.000 Loday after at least 50 
more people died of disease and 
snakebites, officials said. 

However, daily reports in 
Dhaka newspapers have recor- 
ded a total of 1 ,723 deaths so far. 

Officials said nearly 300.000 
other people infected with diarr- 
hoea, dysentery and other water- 
borne diseases were facing acute 
shortages of fresh food and 
medicine. 

“Trying to save them is an 
uphill battle and the situation is 
becoming more difficult with 
gradual recession of the flood- 
waters,” said one doctor at 
Dhaka Medical College Hosp- 
ital. 

President Hussain Muham- 
mad Ershad has ordered all hos- 
pitals Lq, open, special, umls,, Cot;, 
diarrhoeal patients and to keep 
the sick in overcrowded refugee 


camps isolated from others. 

“Let US fight the floods and the 
problems it brought united and 
squarely,” he told flood victims 
in southeastern Comilla district 
yesterday. 

Ershad repeated his con- 
fidence that no one would die 
from starvation but said the 
economic losses caused by the 
floods would be colossal. 

According to official figures, 
the flooding, worst on record in 
Bangladesh, destroyed eight 
milli on homes, lea ving 30 million 
people homeless. 

The deluge also washed away 
three million tonnes of rice in the 
fields, destroyed 3,500 km (2200 
miles) of roads, 630 km (390 
miles) of rail lines and 250 brid- 
ges. 

Bangladesh has so far received 
pledges of $280 million in flood 
aid from various governments 
„an4 .international . agencies,, and. , 
10 helicopters to feny relief sup- 
plies to the victims. 
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But officials said emergency 
supplies and logistics are still 
inadequate to feed or reach 
millions of people marooned in 
53 of Lhe country's 64 adminis- 
trative districts. 

At Balurchar village, three 
miles (five km) from Dhaka, peo- 
ple who were living perched on 
trees have now shifted onto the 
roofs of their homes as the flood 
level dropped by about three feet . 
(one metre). 

“Only voluntary organisa- 
tions are sending us one meal in 
two or three days,” said villager 
Harunur Rashid. 

The chief of the United 
Nations Disaster Relief Organ- 
isation, Mohamed Essaafi, who 
arrived yesterday to co-ordinate 
international relief efforts, des- 
cribed the floods as a national 
catastrophe. 

“My first job here should be to 
assess themagnitudeofthecatas- 
trophein'ortief lobCabte 16 move 
relief quickly,” he told reporters.

KSRC may help clear 
Shaft Al Arab waterway 


By Fathima Ahmed 

A TOP executive of the Kuwait 
Shipbuilding and Repairyard 
Co. (KSRQ has said his com- 
pany will "get Involved with 
clearing” the disputed Shau Al 
Arab waterway of war debris 
and mines and stands a good 
chance of doing the work. 

KSRCTs Managing Director 
Mousa Jafar Marafi said his 
company was at an advantage 
due to Kuwait's proximity to the 
waterway. 

Findings 

"We are the nearest and our 
costs are economic. We also have 
the facilities, trained and skilled 
staff. Quality vs price, we are 
competitive,” he said. 

KSRC has begun a survey to 
study prospects and is "interes- 
ted in dredging the waterway” to 
clear war debris and mines. 
KSRC's subsidiary. Gulf Dredg- 
ing Co., would do the work alon- 
gwith other regional and foreign 
companies, Marafi said. 

MaraH did not divulge the 


findings of the survey, which is 
nearly complete, but said '"a lot 
of work is involved" and the task 
would require tremendous effort 
by several companies, both 
regional and foreign. 

Marafi said the clearing of the 
waterway will start only after 
safety has been ensured. He said: 
“No one will go (to Shatt Al 
Arab) until he is sure on his 
safety.” 

The dispute on sovereignty 
over the Shatt Al Arab is one of 
the main causes of the deadlock 
during the Geneva peace talks, 
which adjourned on Tuesday. 
Iraq and Iran have agreed to 
observe the ceasefire which took 
effect on Aug 20. 

Indicator 

After the ceasefire KSRC 
began gearing up for more busi- 
ness after an eight-year slow- 
down. Marine work had nearly 
halted at the Kuwait-based 
repair yard, which failed to 
attract business due to its prox- 
imity to the war zone. 

Marafi admitted the market 
“had been on a decline for the 


past few years” but is confident 
business will improve. Business is 
now picking up. One indicator 
was the recent arrival to Kuwait 
of two ships trapped by the Gulf 
war For eight years m Khawr 
Zubayr, a port in a narrow 
b inar y south of Basra in Iraq. 

The 23,669 tonne Panama-flag 
container ship Crescent and the 
10,523 tonne Greek-flag ship 
Dim i trios arrived on their own 
power on Sept 7. 

The Crescent, after minor 
repairs at the ship yard, left 
Kuwait earlier this week. 

Marafi said the ships were 
“surprisingly in worthy condi- 
tion.” mainly because the crew 
was maintaining them. 

The Dimitri os is under repair, 
requiring hull maintenance, 
painting and correction of some 
mechanical faults. 

If the peace talks lead to a firm 
truce, the company expects more 
business to come their way. 
According to Lloyd’s Shipping 
List, 93 ships are trapped in the 
northern Gulf, 75 in the Shatt Al 
Arab, nine in Khawr Zubayr and 
nine in Umm Qasr Port. 


Grand Mosque 

expansion 

underway 

RIYADH, Sept 13, (Reuter): 
King Fahd of Saudi Arabia gave 
the go ahead today for a project 
to increase the capacity of 
Islam’s holiest mosque in Mak- 
irah to accommodate 605,000 
Muslims. 

Official figures showed the 
new project would make space 
for an extra 205,000 people at the 
Grand Mosque, built around the 
black square-shaped Ka’aba. 

Riyadh this year enforced a 
quota system of one pilgrim for 
every 1 ,000 Muslimsin any coun- 
try to cut the number of visitors 
while construction work was 
under way in Makkah. 

About 1.4 million Muslims 
performed the pilgrimage in July 
but in past years more than two 
million Muslims visited the holy 
sites for the pilgrimage (haj). 


Shrimp fishermen 
call for changes 


LOCAL fishermen have presen- 
ted a number of demands to the 
Department of Agriculture and 
Fish Wealth concerning the 
improvement of the shrimp fish- 
ing industry in Kuwait. 

They called for the extension 
of shrimp fishing periods in the 
evening, claiming that the num- 
ber of shrimps increases in Lhe 
cool of the nighL 

Other fishermen demanded an 
increasein the issue of licences to 
encourage the boat-building 
industry. 

Cramped conditions at the fish 
market in Kuwait Souk have 
prompted complaints from both 
residents and fishermen. The 
fishermens' union president said 
.that the market will be trans- 
ferred to the Noqat Al Shamlan 
area at the beginning of next 


year. 

Husain Ahmad, the owner of 
an auctioneers office at the 
market, expects a good shrimp 
season this year. He said the 
market currently receives 250 
baskets of shrimp on a daily 
basis.

Kuwait condemns US 

accusations against Iraq 


FOR the second time in two 
days, Kuwait has condemned 
American allegations that Iraq 
used chemical weapons on Kur- 
dish rebels. 

A Kuwait: spokesman said US 
Ambassador to Kuwait W. 
Nathaniel Howell was sumoned 
to the Foreign Ministry yester- 
day. where Foreign Under- 
secretary Sulaiman Majed Al 
Shaheen expressed Kuwait's 
“extreme concern” over Wash- 
ington’s accusations. 

It was the second Kuwaiti 
move against the US Senate's 
decision to impose sanctions on 
Iraq. Kuwait's Cabinet Sunday 
expressed regret at the Senate 
move. 

“Al Shaheen also relayed to 
the US diplomat Kuwait's regret 
over the way the American mafia 
exploited such allegations ... at a 
tim e when neutral bodies such as 
the International Red Crescent 
announced they had not found 
evidence Iraq used chemical 
weapons, the spokesman said. 

While Kuwait is keen to see 
world attention focus on the 
current negotiations between 
Iran and Iraq in Geneva, 
Washington's invoking of such 
issues will only complicate the 
negotiation process and under- 
mine chances for a comprehen- 
sive peace settlement, he said. 

Kuwait, which buys most of its 
arms from the United States, 
gave Iraq strong support during 
the war, as did Saudi Arabia, 
Egypt and Jordan. 

Undermine 

Saudi Arabia denounced the 
Senate sanctions vote against 
Iraq in a report issued by the 
Saudi Press Agency (SPA) on 
Tuesday. 

“Saudi Arabia expresses its 
deep regret for these efforts and 
reiterates its complete support 
for Iraq's efforts to bring peace, 
security and stability to the 
Arabian Gulf region,” SPA 
quoted an official as saying. 

The Bahrain Foreign Ministry 
also issued a statement on Tues-

day regretting the US accusa- 
tions, which diplomats in the 
region have said could under- 
mine US influence with Arab 
countries. 

The 2 1 -member Arab League, 
ending a meeting of its Foreign 
Ministers' Council in Tunis on 
Monday, condemned what it 
called the media campaign 
against Iraq. 

“The council announces its 
condemnation of this campaign 
and reaffirms its total solidarity 
with Iraq,” it said. 

No evidence 

Other Arab states, including 
Jordan and Kuwait, have 
accused American Jewish lob- 
byists of swaying the Senate and 
attacking Iraq to divert attention 
from Israel's actions againsL 
Palestinian rebels in Lhe occupied 
West Bank and Gaza. 

The US accusations were 
repeated on T uesday by 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
who told a Senate committee the 
evidence was conclusive. 

About 60.000 Kurds have fled 
the fighting into Turkey, which 
said yesterday i ts medical experts 
found no evidence that chemical 
arms had been used against the 
refugees.

The UN secretary-general 
asked Iraq later at night to allow 
the team to proceed with the 
investigation, supported by 
Italy, Norway, Sweden, Den- 
mark, Finland and Iceland.

weapons and said the US did not 
provide any proof. 

“How can it be? Did they get it 
from God? We deny the use of 
chemical weapons, especially in 
this case.” he stressed. 

Unclear 

The official noted that during 
the war with Iran, halted by a 
ceasefire on Aug 20. Iraqi 
officials used “flexible” language 
which left it unclear if they were 
using chemical warfare. 

They maintained they bad the 
right to use any means to repel 
invaders.

4,202 cases 
patronised by

Be generous with 
Kuwait Stock Market 

THE Kuwaiti government recently invested in many 
sectors or activity both locally and abroad. 

One billion pounds were paid for British Petroleum 
Co. shares. The government also made huge investments 
in the Spanish Stock Market. 

.In the local market, the government allocated KD600 
million for expropriating real estate in the next five years. 
Another KDSO million has been allocated towards 
developing the agricultural sector. The result of this 
infusion of capital has been an increase in the prices of 
real estate. 

This scenario is not reflected in the prices of shares and 
bonds in the local stock market which still suffers from 
the ill-effects of laws not allowing prices of shares to 
increase for fear of another Manakh crisis. 

The Manakh crisis, which occurred six years ago, 
could have been averted were it not for wrong implemen- 
tation of rules and subsequent solutions — in which 
investors had no say. 

According to statistics, only 1 5 per cent of the shares of 
companies are offered for trading at the stock market. 
The rest are owned by the government, mortgaged with 
local banks, or owned by individuals who purchased 
when prices were high. Others are long-term investment 
portfolios — usually not affected by increase or decrease 
in prices. 

The government can easily deal with the Stock Market 
in a very flexible way by improving trading laws either in 
relation to the price unit or quantity traded. In addition, 
any amount, however small, the government invests on a 
long-term basis in the stock market will certainly con- 
tribute to a healthy and vibrant market. 

The government could simply use pan of its profits 
from the British Petroleum or Spanish investments to 
purchase local shares to be held as a long-term portfolio. 

A small infusion of funds in the stock market — even 
smaller than that allocated for agriculture — will cer- 
tainly go a long way in contributing towards improving 
stock market conditions and would help increase the 
value of assets, reflecting positively on increased mort- 
gages. 

Such a backdrop would in no small measure con- 
tribute towards better economic performance after the 
ill-effects of long years of war. 

The government has been generous with .foreign finan- 
cial markets, generous with the agricultural sector and 
with other sectors. 

We now call upon the government to extend this same 
generosity to the stock market — either by improving its 
performance and flexibility or entering as an investor — 
even with a small amount of money.

Canada embarks on 
naval modernisation

OTTAWA: Canada is moving 
forward wilh a major 
programme of naval modernisa- 
tion. 

Rear Adm. John Anderson is 
to give Canadian Defence Mini- 
ster Perrin Bcaliy an evaluation 
of competing British and French 
designs for a fleet of 10 or 12 
nuclear-powered submarines, 
expected to cost Canadian $8 
billion (US$6.6 billion). 

The subs, it is hoped, would 
deter Soviet subs from poking 
about the Canadian Arctic or 
using the region for launching 
missiles in the event of hostilities. 

If Prime Minister Brian 
Mulroney's cabinet approves the 
admiral's choice, it will be Can- 
ada's largest defence contract 
ever — though expenditures will 
be spread over 26 yeans. 

Beatty announced that the 
government will also spend Can- 
adian S750 million (USS62I 
million) to build 12 mines- 
weepers. When delivered, start- 
ing in 1992. they will provide 
Canada with its only capability 
for neutralising mines that could 
shut down its ports. 

Puny 

Wilh oceans to the wesL north, 
and east. Canada has the longest 
coastline in the world. But its 
Navy has been relatively puny. It 
consists of 20 frigates or des- 
troyers. three diesel-powered 
submarines, three replenishment 
ships, IS Aurora long-range 
patrol aircraft. 18 Tracker 
medium-range patrol aircraft, 35 
Sea King helicopters, and 31 
training vessels. 

“Next to other NATO forces, 
it (the Canadian Navy) is very 
poor.” says Joel Sokolsky. a 
professor at the Royal Military 
College in Kingston. Ontario. 
“There are only four ships worth 
anything ... fourTribal-class des- 
troyers. Most of the fleet is at 
least 30 years old.” 

Operating out of three bases, 
this small Navy has a primary 
goal of protecting NATO sea 
links between North America 
and Europe, chiefly as an anti- 
submarine forte, it has a secon- 
dary job of guarding Canada's 
Atlantic and Pacific shores in 


conjunction with American 
naval forces. The third role — 
asserting Canadian sovereignty- 
in the frozen Arctic waters of the 
North — has been ruled a “mis- 
sion impossible” so far. The 
nuclear subs with their under-ice 
capability would step into that 
gap, though they will spend most 
of their time in the Atlantic and 
Pacific. 

Admiral Anderson, chief of 
(he submarine acquisition 
programme, says his group has 
completed negotiations with the 
British and French competitors 
on the terms and conditions for a 
memorandum of understanding. 

But with an election possible in 
the autumn, there is some ques- 
tion as to whether the Cabinet 
will want to make the controver- 
sial decision before or after the 
election. Both opposition par- 
ties. the Liberals and the left-of- 
centre New Democratic Parly, 
agree on the need for naval 
modernisation after decades of 
neglect. But both would rather 
see the government buy four to 
six conventional-powered sub- 
marines and another six new 
frigates in addition to the 12 
already planned. 

Professor Sokolsky maintains 
that the Defence Department 
will get more for its money with 
the nuclear submarines than 
from the fleet additions urged by 
the opposition. The nuclear- 
powered subs not only can travel 
under the Arctic ice. he says: they 
have a greater range than the 
frigates or diesel-electric subs. 

However, Progressive Con- 
servative backbenchers from the 
House of Commons are finding 
that the nuclear-powered subs 
are not popular among their con- 
stituents. Some members say 
they would rather see the 
decision delayed until after an 
election. 

Worried by the weakness of 
the programme in the public's 
eye. a group of 18 businessmen 
(some of whom stand to win busi- 
ness from the sub programme) 
and defence experts (including 
Sokolsky) announced on July 12 
the formation of a Committee for 
a Sovereign and Effective Naval 
Defense.

Indonesia under pressure to 
reduce troops in East Timor

DILI. East Timor, (Reu(er): 
Indonesia is under mounting 
pressure to reduce troop levels 
and ease restrictions in the 
remote and disputed territory of 
East Timor. 

Thirteen years after Indonesia 
invaded the former Portuguese 
colony, which lies on a strategic 
sea route between Australia and 
the giant South Pacific island of 
New Guinea. Indonesia is 
accused of denying East 
Timorese human rights.

Indonesia, the world's largest 
Muslim country, has repeatedly 
denied allegations of human 
rights abuse in East Timor, 
which has a population of 
647,000, nearly 90 per cent of 
whom are Catholics. 

A four-member team from the 
European Parliament, which 
visited East Timor last month, 
recommended in a draft report 
that Indonesia should withdraw 
most of its troops, and an inter- 
national committee be establi- 
shed to broker a seulemenL 

Their report said Indonesia 
should end restrictions on 
movement in East Timor and 
open up the economy to outside 
investment. 

Jakarta has some 14,000 
troops in the territory battling a 
poorly equipped but elusive 
group of 500 to 1,000 guerrillas 
holed up in the eastern part of the 
island. 

Defence Minister Benny Mur- 
dani said last December it would 
be several more years before the 
band of jungle fighters was com- 
pletely subdued. 

East Timor's popular gover- 
nor, Mario Viegas Carrascalao, 
who led one of the movements 
against Portuguese rule, said it 
was time for Jakarta to stop 
treating East Timorfese “like 
someone in a golden jaiL” 
Restrictions 

He told foreign journalists 
who recently visited the province 
that Jakarta should end the 
resented restrictions on travel 
within and to the province. 

Indonesians from other 
provinces who want to visit must 
get a pass from the military. East 
Timorese wishing to travel out- 
side theirdistricts are also restric- 
ted. “The Timorese people fed 
unhappy with Lhe situation," 
Carrascalao said.

Award last year. 

Ershad, who was commended 
by the UN for “strong personal 
leadership" in reducing his coun- 
try's birthrate, has come under 
fire in recent months for being 
too strong in his government's 
approach to population Control- 

Groups both inside and out- 
side Bangladesh are charging 
that the safety of women, their 
right to free choice, and 
sometimes even their lives, are 
being sacrificed to a birth control 
programme that puts national 
reduction quotas ahead of all 
else. 

By 1997, the government 
hopes to bring down Ban- 
gladesh's annual population 
growth from the current 2.6 per 
cent to 1 .8 per cent. This effort is 
encouraged by such donors as the 
United States Agency for Inter- 
national Development (AID) 
and the World Bank. Together, 
they contribute much of the $270 
million that will be spent on the 
five-year population control 
plan, begun in 1985. 

The government’s main st- 
rategy to achieve this goal is to 
offer incentives of food, cash, 
and saris to poor women if they 
will agree to be sterilised — and 
to give similar cash incentives to 
government “health workers" 


for persuading wome5*Tcr be 
sterilised. Doctors are also paid, 
bonuses Tor <£ch$teriIIsatior£ 

According to critics of this 
strategy, especially womens' 
groups, many of these “health 
workers” are not trained in 
health care. Many are hired for 
their powers of persuasion. 

Although this 'gung-ho. 
approach to population control 
has succeeded \n reducing the 
birth rate — from 43 births per 
1,000 people in 1980 to 32 per 
1,000 in 1985 — critics say the 
method is at least tacitly coercive 
and does not give women free 
choice. 

"When you offer a poor 
woman a new sari, when you 
offer her extra rice, when you 
offer her 100 takes (about $1,90), 
it is a pressure, and voluntary 
decisions become difficult.” says 
Zafulla Chowdhury, a Banglade- 
shi physician who, in the early 
*70’s, helped introduce sterilisa- 
tion as a family-planning option 
here. 

Dr Chowdhury says, “It is 
mainly because of pressure from 
the donor countries — especially 
the US — that the government 
pursues this programme.” 

A Dhaka-based women’s 
group, Naripoko (meaning “for 
women" in Ben^Lli), recently 
launched a campaign calling on 
the government to make the 
family-planning programme 
safer and more voluntary, and to 
drop incentives and quotas. 

“We're really concerned with 
the lack of emphasis on safely in

* for women who choose to be 
sterilised. Now, the government 
seems to think a form of birth 
control is ‘safe’ if it’s effective — - 
in other words, that the woman 
definitely won't get pregnant. In 
that sense, sterilisation i&. con- 
sidered ‘safest.’ But we're talking 
about real safety — about not 
jeopardising women’s live for the 
sake of reaching a quota.” 

Naripoko first became 
embroiled in the population con- 
trol issue more than a year ago 
after learning about a poor urban 
woman’s death following a steril- 
isation operation. The woman 
did not receive a set of tetanus 
shots, which are usually given 21 
days apart. The shots are con- 
sidered necessary prior to such 
operations because villages often 
do not have properly sterilised 
surgical instruments. Apparen- 
tly, Naripoko workers say, the 
health workers thought they 
would lose the recruit as part of 
their quota if they waited. 

Naripoko representatives say 
women should be fully informed 
of all their options before they are 
given irreversible operations. In 
many cases, other birth-control 
methods may be very effective ^ 
and more appropriate. And they ' 
want male sterilisation to be 3 
encouraged more. \

Dukakis campaign stumbles

BOSTON, (Reuter): Michael 
Dukakis, who portrays himself 
as a meticulous manager, 
approached the final drive for the 
White House with a campaign 
suddenly snagged by message 
problems, logistical confusion 
and a general sense of -things 
going wrong. 

The Democratic candidate, 
whose well-groomed personal 
appearance reflects the orderly 


style usually surrounding him, 
had few things go righ L in the firs t 
full week of September. 

“This was a bad week to run 
for president." said a frustrated 
campaign aide. 

Problem 

The week-long woes began on 
Monday when noisy hecklers 
and a faulty sound system 
prevented Dukakis from being 
heard in Philadelphia. 

A day later, fights between 
anti-abortion protesters and 
Dukakis partisans disrupted a 
second rally. 

Aircraft problems plagued the 
campaign all week with one trip 
cancelled because of a surprise 
safety inspection by federal auth- 
orities and another delayed for 


90 minutes because the chartered 
aircraft was too heavily loaded to 
takeoff. 

That problem was solved by 
leaving behind luggage and some 
campaign staff. But there was 
nothing that cou Id bedone about 
the hurricane that forced can- 
cellation of a rally in New 
Orleans the same day. 

The problems seemed charac- 
teristic of a campaign that has 
nosedived from a 1 7-point lead in 
opinion polls at the start or 
August to a deficit of five points 
or more with eight weeks to go 
before the Nov 8 election match 
with Republican George Bush. 

Critics say the campaign needs 
to tighten up fast, developing a 
coherent message and a sensible 
travel schedule instead of the one 
that often has the candidate fly- 
■neraore than 3,000 miles (nearly 
5,000 km) fora single appearance 
and then turning around to °o 
home. ° 

Trouble 

"You have to see rhyme and 
reason to a presidential cam- 
paign," one Democratic strateg- 
ist who declined to be named told 
Reuters. “I'm not sure you 
always see that with Dukakis.” 

Experts presume the logistical 
problems will be worked out, but 


they warn that Dukakis* bid will 
be in serious trouble unless he 
gets off the defensive and seizes 
control of his campaign agenda. 

“You can’t change a guy's 
style.” Democratic strategist 
Robert Beckel said of Dukakis* 
often stem demeanour. “But 
there’s not enough rhythm in 
what he's saying.” 

Dukakis has been largely for- 
ced into a defensive mode, res- 
ponding almost daily lo one 
Bush charge or another. 

Bush has been on the attack, 
one day baiting his rival for veto- 
ing a measure that would have 
required teachers to recite the 
Fledge of Allegiance to the flag, 
the next day laying out Ins own 
environmental policies. . 

Perhaps the most tellingevent 
was Bush's dash into his rival’s 
backyard to bemoan the Massa- 
chusetts governor's failure to , 
clean up uie badly polluted Bos-, < 
ton harbour. 1 

“The (Dukakis) campaign ; 
simply isn’t sharp,” said Brook- ' 
ings institution analyst Stephen i 
Hess. 

“How come Bush was allowed 
to pre-empt the environmental 
issue? That should be Dukakis’ 
issue.” Hess said of a topic issue 
that has.tradiuonalIy won votes 
for the Democrats.

of blood. This increase in plasma volume isa 
good sign of aerobic fitness. Increased 
plasma volume makes blood less viscose, 
which piay decrease the risk of thrombosis. 
Any reduction in oxygen-carrying capacity 
is offset by increased heart efficiency and 
sweating during exercise. The drop in 
hemoglobin concentration sometimes is 
called “athletes’ anemia” or “pseudoan- 
eoiia,” bm these air misnomers. 

Regular exercise also appears to decrease 
the aggregation of platelets, the cells within 
blood that form clots. Platelet aggregation is 
the first step in the formation of a blood clot. 
Apparently, platelet aggregability 
decreased during rest to offset the slight 
increase in aggrerability that occurs during 
strenuous exercise. This effect also may 
decrease the risk of thrombosis and may 
reduce the risk of heart attack. 

The third way that exercise changes the 
blood is by activating fibrinolysis, the 
body’s way of getting rid of old blood clots. 
This increase in fibrinolysis is greatest in 
those who exercise most, and so people who 


are the most physically fit appear to dissolve 
clots faster than those who areless fit. 

The key to all this is regular exercise, 
especially aerobic exercise such as running, 
cycling, brisk walking or aerobic dancing. 
The word “regular" cannot be stressed 
enough. To gel the benefits of exercise, you 
must do it for at least a half an hour and at 
least three limes a week. 

1 THOUGHT YOU WOULD LIKE TO 
KNOW: Us cause is probably not infec- 
tious, although the symptoms often mimic 
that of a bladder infection, and although 
theories about its origin include autoim- 
mune disease, collagen disease or allergic 
ma infestation, no one clearly understands 
the eulogy of interstitial cystitis.

WHEN the youngest of three 
cricketing brothers from Aus- 
tralia, Trevor Chappell, 
bowled the final ball of a limited 
over Test Match ‘under arm' on 
instructions from his elder 
brother and skipper Greg, to 
Kiwi tailender Brian McKech- 
nie at the Melbourne Cricket 
Ground the furore it raised all 
over the cricket-playing world 
matched something similar 
over 50 years ago in Australia, 
when Lhe then British Empire, 
roused by the now historic 
'body line' controversy, was 
nearly rent asunder. 

Of the first incident news- 
paper reported, "Good sports- 
manship was an honoured Aus- 
tralian trait ... but all that has, 
to use cricketing terms, been hit 
for six.” 

In the 1932-33 ‘body line’ 
series, the Australian Test cap- 
tain, W.M. Woodful, one or 
those injured by Harold Lar- 
wood, angrily stormed into the 
English dressing room and said 
to team manager ‘Plum’ War- 
ner, “There are two teams out 
there, and one of them's not 
playing cricket.' 1 

What is this game that was 
inven ted by group of shepherds 
in an English field several cen- 
turies ago? Is still going strong, 
even enriching the English lan- 
guage with expressions such as, 
"It’s not cricket." 

It’s quite simple really. You 
have two sides — one out in the 
field and one in. Each man in 
the side that is in goes out, and 
when he’s out be comes in, and 
the next man goes in until be is 
out. Then, when they have all 
been in and are all out, the side 
that has been out in the field 
comes in, and the side that has 
been in goes out and tries to get 
out those coming in. Sometimes 
there are men still in and not 
out. Then, when both sides 
have been in and out, including 
not outs — and this happens 
twice over — that's the end of 
the game. It's that simple, alth- 
ough sometimes it has some 
people stumped! 

The game of cricket, the 
earliest reference to which, 
according to Wisden — the 
cricketer’s Bible — is recorded 
in the year 1300, when country 
boys bowled at and defended a 
tree stump, or the hurdle gate 
(wicket) into a sheepfold. 

Yes, the all important thing 
about the game are the ‘stumps' 
which are also called ‘wickets.' 
Without them, there can be no 
cricket. When the two men in 
the middle, who wear white 
frock coats, and are called 
umpires, go out, they ceremon- 
iously crown the stumps with a 
‘pair of bails’ which have to go 
down before a batsman can be 
out. 

There are many occasions 
when a batsman may be down, 
but not out, as for instance, 
when he throws himself down 
with bis bat within the crease, 
and is given ‘not out' by the 
umpire.

Trevor Bailey, the famous 
English Test all-rounder, who- 
is a BBC commentator, once, 
before the start of play on the" 
opening day at Lord’s said. 
"The umpires are going into the 
field and they are wearing 
brand new coats that make 
them look like doctors.” And 
John Ariott. the well known 
BBC commentator, quickly 
replied, ‘‘And they might well 
be, Trevor. After all, one of 
their duties at the end of the 
day's play, is to draw stumps!” 

The same John Ariott, whose 


ALL you hear lately at 
parties is talk about Dan 
Quayle.

The bowled ball will not only 
swing and — there is a distinct 
technical difference — swerve, 
like a baseball; but, after land- 
ing on the pitch, it can ‘break’ — 
change direction under spin, or 
‘seam’ — go oEf.at an angle by 
bouncing on the seam. 

Bowling is graded from slow, 
through slow-medium, 
medium and fast-medium to 
fast; left arm or right; round or 
over the wicket The technical 
ramifications of batting — for- 
ward or back play, and range of 
strokes so vast as to defeat com- 
plete definition may be 
employed as a counter. 

The fieldsmen may be set in a 
profusion of different posi- 


tions; and the batsman may be 
got out in ten different ways..." 

And indeed, the terminology 
of the game is so vast that it 
defies repetition. 

Think about ‘bowling a 
maiden over' or being ‘called' 
for being a ‘chucker.' One clas- 
sic instance of the latter was the 
Australian fast bowler lan 
MeckifT. A batsman could suc- 
cumb to a ball that goes 
'straight through' and either 
‘disturbs his stumps' or has him 
ieg before.* The bowler could 
bowl a ‘googly’ — described as 
an ‘off-break delivered with a 
legbreak action' — and deceive 
the batsman with a delivery that 
‘goes the other way.’ 

Aerodynamics 

Recently, scientists have 
unravelled what could becalled 
the ‘aerodynamics of the cricket 
ball.' It reveals that the ‘thick- 
ness of the seam plays a critical 
role in determining the ball's 
trajectory.’ 

In a damp and humid atmos- 
phere, the ball ‘swings' more

because the cotton threads in 
the seam absorb water, i ncreas- 
ing the Seam thickness. 

A batsman may be bowled by 
a ‘yorker’ — a ball that goes

‘snick’ or a ‘tickle' — that’s no 
laughing matter for him. If he 
scores a pair of ‘ducks' in the 
same match^ he is said to have 
‘bagged a pair' and if he has the 
misfortune of being so dismis- 
sed to the first delivery be has 
faced in each inningsjie goes in 
the records as having got a 'kin- 
gsize pair.' 

He could be ‘run out,’ “leg 
before wicket,' 'out handling 
the ball’ and even ‘obstructing 
the field,’ but there have been 
few recorded instances of the 
two latter. 

Sophisticated fielding posi- 
tions in the game range from 
‘silly leg' and ‘silly point' to 
‘gully’ and ‘long leg’ but to the 
dyed-in-the-wool cricket! 
afficionado, these are veiy 
much part ofhis vocabulary. So 
he would understand if a ‘no 
ball' went past a leg fielder for 
four 'leg byes!’ 

Cricket today counts players 
and enthusiasts from every 
Continent, but the unofficial 
world champions are the West 
Indies, whose approach to the 
game, which has been called 
‘Calypso,’ has only been tarni- 
shed by the ‘slow overs' rate of 
their battery of fast bowlers, at 
times only 10 six-ball overs per 
hour, and one which has been 
admonished by the ‘Establish- 
ment.’ 

To quote John Ariott once 
again, “The game, in its ‘ins- 
tant’ form, can see top class 
performers produce a result in 
four hours. At the international 
level, die same men can play a 
completely indecisive ‘draw’ in 
five days." 

When the game is talked 
about, the name of Dr. W.G. 
Grace isalways mentioned with 
reverence. It was in May, 1878 
that he led an England team 
against an Australian side at 
Lord's and lost to them by nine 
wickets. Dr Grace made 4 and 0 
and Spo/Torth and Boyle had 
analysis of 6 for 4 and 6 for 3 in 
the first and second innings.

Just this week, OPEC 
President Rilwanu Lukxnan of 
Nigeria said there could be a 
repeat of a 1986 market crash 
when the price fell to 58 if 
production was not curbed. 

Warning 

OPEC headquarters renewed 
the warning of ‘a repetition of the 
traumatic events of 1986’ in an 
anniversary statement. 

“OPEC is making every possi- 
ble effort to put its own house in 
order by encouraging all member 
countries to strictly abide by 
their assigned production 
levels," it said. 

But it added that there had 
been ’fundamental changes in 
the structure of the oil industry.’ 
Although OPEC was still ‘a 
power which cannot be ignored,* 
other sellers had to help il 

The arithmetic looks ominous 
for OPEC. Its output rose to 20 
million barrels daily in August, 


according lo some industry 
estimates. 

That compares with actual 
demand for its crude around 18.5 
million, the industry thinks, and 
with only about J7.75 which it 
should be pumping if members 
stuck to mandated quotas. 

As a measure of OPEC's 
decline, in the late 1970s it 
produced a third more oil than 
now. Every drop was in demand. 

Subroto did not say where the 
pricing committee which 
includes Saudi Arabia, tbe big- 

§ ist exporter, would meet. But 
PEC sources said Indonesia's 
resort island of Bali was likely. 


Talks 


Reports earlier this week sug- 
gested Lhe Saudis were not keen 
on holding any meeting ahead of 
the next scheduled full OPEC 
conference on November 2 1 . Bui 
Saudi Arabia, either setting the 
record straight or changing its 
mind, denied that. 

Ministers of Indonesia. 
Algeria, Nigeria and Venezuela, 
with Secretary-General Subroto, 
are the other panel members. 


They are empowered lo call 
emergency talks of ail 13 mini- 
sters if they judge prices are too 
far from OPEC’s target. 

Current prices are well below 
the proposed international pric- 
ing structure based on a ’bench- 
mark’ of SI 8 for average-quality 
crude oil. 

But the committee, at its last 
meeting held in Lausanne on 
August 3. simply issued a 
statement deploring the weak- 
ness. 

Since ihen, Subroto has Loured 
nine member states pleading for 
output restraint.

OPEC urged new efforts to curb 
production this week. 

Norwegian Oil Minister Arne 
Oien was quoted by the Paris 
financial daily La Tribune de 
L'Expansion today as saying: 
“Oil prices can only go up if 
production surpluses are cut — 
that is, if OPEC members rea- 
ched an agreement.*' 

But that is not happening at 
the moment, so prices could' fall 
below $10. 

On Tuesday, Robert Horton, 
managing director at British 
Petroleum Co Pic, told a seminar 
that OPEC should consider hol- 
ding a ministerial meeting 
quickly. He said: 

“Since OPEC controls so 
much of the world's oil, it is also 
asked to shoulder a unique res- 
ponsibility for its price." 

Meanwhile, Energy Minister 
Diego Tamariz said today 
Ecuador plans to seek an 
increase in its OPEC production 
quota, saying his government 
budget plans did not account for 
the recent decline in world oil 
prices. 

Tamariz said the average price 


Ecuador gets for its oil has been 
ranging between $11.88 and 
SI 1 .55 a barrel, while the govern- 
ment's budget was calculated on 
an estimate of S 17 a barrel. 
Tendency 

“There is a certain weakness in 
the petroleum market that has 
accentuated in recent days, with 
a declining tendency." Tamariz 
said in a news conference. 

Ecuador is one of the smallest 
producers among the 13 mem- 
bers of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries, 
although oil provides more than 
half of its export earnings. 

The energy minister said 
Ecuador planned to ask OPEC 
to increase its production quota 
from 2 1 0,000 barrels daily to bet- 
ween 300,000 and 310,000 
barrels. 

Ecuador currently produces 
3 1 0,000 barrels a day with special 
permission from OPEC, which 
ends this month. OPEC 
approved the temporary increase 
in Ecuador's production after 
the country suffered devastating 
economic damage from earth- 
quakes in March 1987. 


US raises

Japan to attend IMF meetings with head held high 


TOKYO, Sept 14, (Reuter): 
Japan will be going to Inter- 
national Monetary Conferences 
in West Berlin later this month 
with its head held high, proud 
both of what it has and has not 
done. 

Officials said it had succeeded 
in achieving what it has pledged 
to do in the past — boost its 
economy, the second most 
powerful after America’s in the 
non-communist world, and 
reduce its trade surplus. 

Speculation 

And it has managed to do that 
without stoking inflation so as to 
avoid joining other industrial 
powers like the United States, 
west Germany and Britain in

Tokyo’s steadfastness helped 
dispel market speculation about 
the risk of a round of competitive 
interest rate increases which 
might have crimped global econ- 
omic expansion and frightened 
the stock markets, share dealers 
here said. 

That contrasts with lhe situa- 
tion a year ago in Washington at 
the 1987 annual meetings of the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF) and World Bank. 

At that time. Tokyo was hint- 
ing that it might raise rates and 
was being pressed by tbe United 
Slates and others for solid 
assurances that it would not.

Berlin, Japan is expected to tell

Indonesia looks towards economic take-off 


JAKARTA. Sept 14, (Reuter): 
Indonesia's motto is ‘Bhinneka 
tungga) ika’ — unity in diversity. 
. Bankers said ii will have to 
follow that principle religiously 
m order to wean itself ofT its 
economic dependence on oil 
exports and foreign debt 
- If Jakarta wants to prepare for 
a take-off in fiveyears’ time in the 
wake of some of its more 
developed Asian neighbours, 
then it must allow economic 
diversity in the sprawling 1 3,677- 
island archipelago to blossom, 
they said. 

That means more deregula- 
tion and less government con- 
trol. For most of the past 20 
years, the government has kept 
tight control of the economy as it 
has sought. to weld together a 
nation as broad as the United 
Stales 'with more than 300 lan- 
guages and dialects. 

' Need 

But now the need to find jobs 
for Indonesia's rapidly expand- 
ing workforce is forcing the 
government to loosen its grip in 
order, to develop the non-oil sec- 
tor of the economy and become 


less dependent on foreign debt, 
bankers said. 

Already Southeast Asia's lar- 
gest nation with 1 75 million peo- 
ple, Indonesia expects its work- 
force to grow by more than two 
million per year in the early 
I990's. 

Jakarta recognises the 
problem and has launched five 
deregulatory packages in two 
years in a bid to promote non-oil 
exports. A sixth package is 
expected soon. 

Growth 

Junior Trade Minister 
Sudradjat Djiwandono told 
Reuters in an interview that the 
performance of non-oil exports 
was crucial io the development of 
Indonesia's economy. 

After rising more than 30 per 
cent in 1987, non-oil exports 
stagnated this year at around a 
monthly 5800 to 850 million 
through May, before jumping 
some 20 per cent in June. Major 
non-oil exports are plywood, tex- 
tiles and farm products. 

"We are concerned about it 
(stagnating non-oil exports)," 
Djiwandono said. 


But he attributed the pause in 
export growth in the first part of 
this year to special factors. 

‘We think 850 million is not 


the plateau," he said. “We could 
still do better in the rest of this 


year. 

As domestic producers add ro 
capacity to take advantage of the 
brighter export picture, ship- 
ments abroad should grow. 

Jakarta has also actively 
sought to increase the value ofits 
exports. 

it has banned the export of raw 
and semi-processed rattan, a 
bamboo-like wood that flouri- 
shes in its rain forests but few 
other places in the world. 

Jakarta expects the ban — 
which means the only rattan 
leaving the nation will be in the 
form of assembled or unassem- 
bled furniture and prod ucts — - to 
capture much of the 5500 million 
world market for fashionable 
cane furniture. 

Competitiveness 

There seems little dis- 
agreement here that what is 
needed to boost the competitive- 
ness of Indonesia's non-oil 


exports is more deregulation, not 
currency devaluation. 

“The rupiah is at a very realis- 
tic rate," Djiwandono said. 

It is not labour but other costs 
that hinder Indonesia's com- 
petitiveness, bankers said. Some 
businessmen also complain of 
the large influence of President 
Suharto's family in business 
decisions. 

Sky-high interest rates of as 
much as 24 per cent are pne of 
those costs. Although fears of 
capital flight can partly be 
blamed for the high rates, an inef- 
ficient banking industry has also 
played a part. 

“It is too high because of the 
inefficiency of the banking sys- 
tem here,” said Priasmoro 
Prawiroardjo, president director 
of Indonesia’s Bank Perkemban- 
gan Asia. “Seventy per cent of 
the credit market is in the hands 
of five or six state banks." 

Both the World Bank and the 
Asia Development Bank have 
also urged the government to 
develop the local stock market to 
provide industry with another 
source of funds. 


Oil ministers 
to meet 
next month 


RIYADH, Sept 14, (Reuter): Six 
Gulf Arab oil ministers, includ- 
ing four OPEC members, will 
meet in the Sa udi Arabian capital 
on Oct 16 to co-ordinate policies, 
officials said today. 

The ministers from the four 
OPEC nations, Kuwait, Qatar, 
UAEand Saudi Arabia, will also 
discuss their positions ahead of 
the Nov 21 OPEC conference in 
Vienna. 

The four states are members of 
a six-nation economic and 
military alliance — the Gulf Co- 
operation Council (GCC) ~ 
which includes two small oil 
producers Bahrain and Oman. 

GCC officials said the mini- 
sters would discuss oil and 
natural gas marketing and ways 
of stabilising oil prices. 

The ministers are also expec- 
ted to discuss a demand by Lhe 
UAE to double its Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries (OPEC) quota of 948,000 
barrels per day (BPD). 

According to a Reuters 
survey, the tJAE produced 
about 1 .6millioifBPD in August. 


Weary Poles face more difficulties 
before economy can improve 


WARSAW, Sept 14, (Reuter): 
Hard-pressed Poles face more 
sacrifices as the price of national 
economic revival, say eco- 
nomists here as the communist 
authorities and Solidarity leader 
Lech Walesa prepare for talks 
expected to begin this month. 

For most Poles, shortages, 
inflation, waste, poor housing, 
shoddy consumer goods and an 
almost worthless currency have 
made life a weary business 
throughout the 1980s, Most also 
feel that conditions have grown 
worse in the last few months. 

But Polish economists say the 
unpleasant truth is that things 
will have to become worse sUll 
before people can expect 
improvements. Thau they say. is 
the price of reform. 

Need 

One economists, Piotr Alek- 
sandrowicz. accuses both the 
government and the opposition 
of failing to spell out the need for 
more austerity to the country’s 
38 million people. 

“This is perhaps Poland s 
worst tragedy even though 
everybody says he or she is m 
favour of reform,” he wrote in 
the weekly Przeglad Tygodni- 


owy this month. 

The problem is hardly new in 
Poland's communist history 
since World War Two. Succes- 
sive party leaderships, bent on 
reform, have tried to make Poles 
swallow biller medicine such as 
price rises that outpace wage 
increases. 

Strikes 

Those same leaderships have 
then either been toppled by 
worker unrest, as in 1970 and 
1980, or like the current team of 
General Wojciech Jaruzelski. 
yielded to public pressure and 
allowed wage rises that only 
make the problem worse. 

“So far, the authorities have as 
a rule succumbed to the pressure 
of particular interests aL the 
expense of the general public 
interest,” Politburo member 
Wladyslaw Baka, who is respon- 
sible for the economy, said last 
month. 

“This must change,” he told a 
party central committee meeting 
called io discuss Poland’s worst 
strike wave in seven years. 

Walesa, who helped end the 
strikes after the authorities 
agreed to consider re-legalismg 
his Solidarity trade union, says 


the underlying problem is glar- 
ingly obvious. 

He says more than 40 years of 
heavy-handed, ideologically- 
rigid communist management 
has wrecked the economy, and 
that Poles cannot be expected to 
accept austerity now if they do 
not have free trade unions and a 
government they trust. 

Walesa accepts the party's 
view that strikes are the last thmg 
Poland’s economy needs, but 
says they are inevitable as long as 
the communists keep their tight 
rein on society. 


Troubles 


Whoever is right, there is little 
argument that Poland’s eco- 
nomy has rarely been in a bigger 
mess. Economists say Poland 
ranks in the bottom five of 
European countries in terms of 
availability of goods and 
services. 

Travellers in Eastern Europe 
soon notice the contrast between 
Poland and Hungary and Cze- 
choslovakia,- which, for all their 
troubles, have restaurants that 
really can serve what is listed on 
menus and shops that are brigh- 
ter and better-stocked. 


Industrial nations to weigh 
next rate and budget moves 


PARIS, Sept 14, (Reuter): 
Officials of major industrial 
nations began talks today to 
weigh the need for any new 
moves to pinch oiT inflation as 
fears of a world recession fade 
and more robust economic 
expansion seems in prospect. 

The meetings of officials cul- 
minate on Thursday in talks by 
the core group of seven (G-7) 
nations to lay the groundwork 
for ministerial discussions at the 
International Monetary Fund 
annual session in West Berlin at 
the end of this month. 

Discussion was Ikely to focus 
on the best response to any resur- 
gence of inflation, diplomats and 
economists said, while fears of a 
repeal of the October 1 987 stock 
markeL crash were unlikely to 
weigh heavily. 

“It's a risk that’s receded very 
considerably," a diplomat said. 
“It could come back. But it's less 
and less likely as time goes by 
because demand is holding up so 
well." 

In the mam. a number oi 
interest rate increases in the sum- 
mer has dampened expectations 
of runaway prices. • 

But, although weaker oil 
prices have further eased infla- 


tion fears, a steady climb in non- 
oil commodity costs and bur- 
geoning wage demands are caus- 
ing some concern. 

•‘I’m not personally convinced 
that inflation has been com- 
pletely beaten,” one diplomat 
said. 

Officials at the meetings may 
suggest that it is lime for the 
United States, Britain and Can- 
ada in particular to take some 
inflationary heal out of their 
economies through tax 
increases. 

West Germany would proba- 
bly also come under some further 
pressure to stimulate internal 
demand.

The two months until the 
Vienna meeting could “spell a lifetime” for die oil mdtB&y, 
Horton claimed in a text of his speech released by BP. “OrtA, s 
production needs to get in line with market demand sooner than 
that. Could not an emergency meeting help this objective 
provided, of course, it is a meeting with a positive outcome. He 
asked, The senior BP executive noted that there is no such thing as 
a “right” oil price, adding there is “plenty of room fordjwrcssioii 
as to what price best satisfies the long-term mtenste oi ou 
producers and eonsraners.”

THE HAGUE. Netherlands, Sept 14. (AP): Indian President 
Ramaswami Venkataraman said yesterday that his nation 
welcomes foragn investors to enable India' to modernise its 
economy, which he claimed had been liberalised co nside rably over 
the past few years. “Intfia encourages (economic) collaborations 
and assures a durable partnership with a large market in a 
democratic and stable political environment.” Venkataraman 
said during a lunch with Dutch cabinet ministers here on the 
second day of a state visit to The Netherlands. “With the gradual 
disappearance of shortages, India has liberalised its economic 
j^^ aud epconraged entrepeneurs to go into diverse fields,” 
the PresideiatsauL And he noted that until recently, his nation had 
relied on rigid economic planning because "the transformation _ 
from a benighted agricultural state into a modem industrial one 
could not have been achieved without planned development.” Bat 
Venkataraman warned that although India has “launched into 
sophisticated areas like space research .. we still have to go very 
far, if we are to provide a fair standard oftiving for our teeming 
millions of population.” Venkataraman also visited tbe Royal 
Tropical Institute in the Dutch capital, a government-sponsored 
research fadUtyon development aid, tropical medicine and 
education m the T&ird World. Venkaiaraman’s Dutch visit is the 
first stop on a four-nation European tour that also includes 
Finland, Czechoslovakia, and Cyprus. Before flying to the Finn- 
ish capital of Helsinki today, he will conclude bis visit to The 
Netherlands with a trip to a wind energy complex in tbe northern 
Netherlands. 


COLOMBO, Sept 14, (KUNA): Sri Lanka's national airline. 
Air Lanka, said they are working to meet the demand for 
increased seats by the labour sector on Middle East routes. An 
official of Air Lanka’s operations department told KUNA, they 
are aware of tbe sensitivities oflabour traffic to the Middle East 
and making every effort to give the best possible service. Tbe 
official said that all of Air Lanka’s flights to the region, except to 
Dubai and Abu Dhabi, are flights with no onward connections. 
“This means that full seating capacity is available to these 
countries,” tbe official said. The official said an analysis of the 
airline's services to tbe Middle East from April to August last 
year and this year indicates a 56 per cent increase in seating 
capacity has been provided this year. However, the official told 
KUNA most of other airlines operating through Colombo to the 
Middle East extend flights to destinations mostly in western 
Europe. “They are therefore unable to meet the increased demand 
for seats to the Middle East due to their commitment to other 
destinations,” be said. Last week officials from the state-run 
Foreign Employment Bureau and local employment agencies 
claimed they are unable to meet tbe labour demand to Middle 
East countries due fo inadequate airline seats. 


KARACHI, Pakistan, Sept 14, (Renter): A Pakistani business 
leader said yesterday the government’s new taxation system 
would drive money underground and discourage foreign inves- 
tors. “Tbe economy will turn Uadi if high taxes are imposed,” 
Tariq Sayeed, president of the Federation of Pakistani Chambers 
. of Commerce and Industry, told a news conference. He denoun- 
ced the system introduced by Finance Minister Mahbnbul Haq in 
his June budget speech, saying it needed a total overbad. The 
system had complicated tax assessment and payment of refunds 
and shattered the confidence of the business community, Sayeed 
said. It would penalise both Pakistani and foreign companies. 
Sayeed said he favoured taxing agricultural income which is 
hugely exempt in Pakistan. Pakistani and Western economists 
say one of Pakistan's major economic problems b the low level of 

its tax revenue, doe largely to the politiad power of the hum lobby 

in thb overwhelmingly agricultural country. In his budget speech, 
the finance minister said tax on income worth 51 bOfioa rupees 
(S3 billion) was being evaded each year and announced^ thorough 
re-structuring of the system. He also declared war on income lax 
evaders, announcing stiff penalties i n dudi n g up to 14 years 
imprisonment- Sayeed asked Pakistani businessmen to put pres- 
sure on the government to change its mind. 


ABU DHABI. Sept 14, (Reuter): The Arab Monetary Fund 
(AMF) has had to revise its lending policy because of recession 
and faffing oS revenues in Arab states, the fund's chief was quoted 
today assaying. “The fund has revised its lending priorities due to 
the current Arab economic situation, dwindling oil revenues and 
growing financing needs of states suffering deficits in their 
balance of payments,” said Abdullah A1 Qnwatz, chairman of the 
Abu Dhabi-based fund. He gave no details of tbe new priorities in 
the interview with an Arab bankers’ magazine, carried by the 
official emirates news. agency WAM. “We have modified the 
fund’s lending activities to cope with the economic conditions in 
Arab states, especially in inter-Arab trade, technical assistance 
and t raining, " he said. Arab finance ministers who form the 
AMF*s board of governors approved in April a 5500-mfllion 

scheme to finance inter- Arab trade. Half the capital was financed 

by the AMF while the rest is to be subscribed by Arab banks »®d 
financial institutions.

WASHINGTON, Sept 14,(AP): 
Treasury Secretary-designate

Food-importing 
nations 
present farm 
reform proposal 
to GATT 

GENEVA. Sepi 14, (Reuter): 
Four food-importing nations 
yesterday presented a plan to 
reform world agriculture and 
said they were not willing to pay 
higher prices if developed coun- 
tries reduced their farm export 
subsidies. 

The proposal, submitted by 
Egypt, Jamaica. Mexico and 
Peru at talks launched two years 
ago under the auspices of the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT), called for 
stronger rules governing the use 
of “trade-distorting" subsidies. 

It also aimed to protect the 
interests of developing countries 
and demanded better access to 
developed country markets 
through zero or low tariffs. 

Reforms 

“The polk* reforms and 
improved disciplines on the use 
of subsidies in developed coun- 
tries should not lead to increased 
prices op world markets being 
passed on to importing develop- 
ingcountries,” said the proposal, 
obtained by Reuters. 

It was submitted at the end of a 
two-day closed-door meeting of 
the agriculture negotiating 
group under the Uruguay trade 
round. Morocco and Nigeria 
also lent their support to the 
initiative.

“It reinforces a trend that has 
been going on this year ... the 
trend looks good," US Com- 
merce Secretary William Verity 
said in Jakarta where he was pur- 
suing an Asian tour. 

Firmer 

Themarketsagreed and stocks 
were firmer while the dollar 
advanced strongly. Gold was 
steadv.

The Commerce Department 
said the dramatic 28 per cent 
improvement in the trade deficit 
reflected a small increase in 
exports and a big decline in 
imports.

OPEC and non- 
OPEC, developing and 
developed, to share the respon- 
sibility for market stability from 
which “everybody, producers 
and consumers alike, will 
ultimately benefit.” 

Achievements 

Today marks the twenty- 
eighth anniversary of the found- 
ing of the Organisation of the 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) — an organisation 
whose far-reaching 

achievements during its 
relatively short span of existence 
have surpassed the expectations 
of not only its adversaries, but 
also its founding fathers. 

Despite OPEC's many 
positive achievements, however, 
the current decade has brought 
with it some very serious 


problems for the organisation, 
making it perhaps the most dif- 
ficult period in its history. These 
difficulties, which centre around 
the ways and means of stabilising 
the volatile oil market at prices 
that are fisir io both producers, 
v/iinm and outside OPEC, and 
consumers, are still very much 
picoent today. 

Prices 

As so often in the past, both 
depressing and heartening 
developments for the organisa- 
tions have been witnessed in 
1988. The year began inausp- 
iciously, with the impact of an oil 
glut which had become apparent 
in the second half of 1987 being 
carried over into the new year. 
Excessive supplies of oil. as well 
as accelerated stock-building by 
consumers, combined to 
threaten the price stability whicb 
OPEC had managed to restore to 


the market with its return to a 
fixed price regime at the begin- 
ning of 1987. 

As a result prices which had 
been climbing steadily towards 
— and on occasions even exceed- 
ing — the organisation's 
reference price of $18 per barrel, 
began to (alter and fall back. 

Relations 

The first half of 1 988 then wit- 
nessed a significant new develop- 
ment with far-reaching implica- 
tions for the international oil 
industry. This was the far-sigh- 
ted action taken by a group of 
leading non-OPEC oil producers 
to meet with OPEC to discuss 
cooperating with the organisa- 
tion in its, hitherto, almost sin- 
gle-handed efforts to stabilise the 
world oil market. This gesture 
represented the first concrete 
sign that OPEC's unremitting 
pleas to other producers for 


cooperation were ultimately 
bearing fruit. 

An historic meeting between 
OPEC and seven non-OPEC oil 
producing countries in April 
1988 represented a milestone in 
OPEC/non-OPEC relations, 
and helped lay the foundation for 
future dialogue and cooperation 
between a large number of oil 
producers, in an atmosphere of 
mutual trusL 

All the countries present at this 
gathering agreed on the impor- 
tance of meeting, and that a sta- 
ble oil market was the respon- 
sibility of all parties engaged in 
the industry, with the burden — 
consequently — to be shared by 
all. 

It was also agreed that such an 

initial meeting should be foll- 
owed by continued contact to 
review the agreements that were 
arrived at and to plan future 
avenues of cooperation. 


Sharp drop in bank loans to farmers I shipping movements 


KARACHI. Scpi 14: Bank loans 
for the farmers have dropped 
sharply in the current fiscal year, 
which has badly affected the off- 
take of inputs by the small far- 
mers. reports Dawn. 

In the month of July this year, 
total bank loans for farmers 
came down to a mere Rs7l 
million as against Rs283 million 
given by the banks to agricultur- 
ists in the same month last year. 

As a consequence, the farmers 
complain, there has been a sharp 
slump in the off-take of inputs 
like fertiliser, pesticides and 
quality seeds. They fear this 
could a fleet the overall output in 
both kharif and rabi. 

These facts were brought forth 
at a meeting of the senior 
executives of the banks and 
representatives of the farmers 
held on Monday at the Slate 
Bank of Pakistan. 

Drop 

The meeting considered an 
eight-point agenda, including 
the reasons for sharp decline in 
disbursement of agricultural 
loans. 

President of the Sind Chamber 
of Agriculture Syed Qamaruz- 
zaman Shah who attended the 


meeting, attributed the sharp 
drop in farm loans to the abrupt 
policy of switching over to 
interest bearing loans from the 
mark-up system. 

The interest bearing loans for 
the small farmers were rein- 
troduced by the government 
from this fiscal year after the 
announcement of the budget. 

The Federal Finance Minister 
Dr Mahbub-ul-Haq. has on a 
number of occasions expressed 
the view that small farmers loan 
scheme based on mark-up sys- 
tem was being misused by the big 
fanners. 

Scheme 

Syed Qamaruzzaman said his 
main argument in the meeting 
with banks officials was that gen- 
uine small farmers should not be 
deprived of the government’s 
concessional credit scheme just 
because it was being misused by 
some people. 

Instead, he suggested the rein- 
troduction of the original 
production loan scheme in which 
farmers of subsistence holdings 
were provided a package of 
inputs at a rate of Rs 1 ,000 per 
acre with a maximum limit of 
Rs IZ000. 


Applications for these loans 
were processed through the 
relevant agencies which in case of 
sugarcane growers were the 
sugar mills, for paddy growers 
rice husking mills, and for cotton 
fanners the ginneries. These 
agencies adjusted the loan 
amount at the lime of payment to 
the growers. 

Farmers are now groaning 
under the thrust of a double 
edged sword, Syed Qamaruz- 
zaman Shah complained, refer- 
ring lo the problems created by 
the introduction of Supervised 
Credit Scheme last October 
which, he said, had restricted the 
availability of credit for farmers 
from only one bank branch of his 
area. 

From the current fiscal year, 
the government withdrew the 
loans given on mark-up basisand 
reintroduced the interest bearing 
loans which made capital 
availability from small fanners 
expensive. 

The SC A president hoped that 
Farmers' problems would be 
attended to in the Federal Com- 
mittee on Agriculture likely to 
meet sometime at the end of this 
month or early next month.

WASHINGTON, Sept 14, 
(Reuter): The International 
Monetary Fund, increasingly

The fund, in place for the past 
two years but never unveiled 
publicly, was discussed in the 
IMF's annual report and tn a 
briefing for reporters. 

The complicated arrangement 
can be likened to a bank’s setting 
aside reserves to make up for baa 
loans. It was established as it 
became incrasingly aprarent 
that a n um ber of debt-laden, 
nations had decided to let their 
payments lapse. 

Loans 

Monetary sources said the 
arrangement suggests further 
that the IMF, which makes loans 
to countries hit by balance of 
payments problems, is increas- 
ingly worried about countries 
b«ng unable to unwilling to 
make their loan payments. 

The funds are being 
accumulated by charging coun- 
tries slightly more for loans and 
by paying weaitheir countries 
slightly less for the use of their 
funds. 

Growth 

At the same time, the report 
said there had been some 
progress on the global economic 
front with continued expansion 
in world output and trade but 
that profound problems 
remained. 

It said that economic growth 
in the industrial countries 


accelerated in 1987 and has even 
been stronger in 1988. 

At the same time, the report 
said that inflation, which has 
been falling for a number of- 
years, continued to remain at a 

fairly low level so far this year. 

“Nevertheless, despite these, 
positive aspects of : the world 
economic situation, there is no 

room for complacency,” the 
report said. 

Officials briefing reporters 
said the IMF was particularly 
upset that the healthy expansion 
in the industrial countries had 
not yet shown up in the Third 

World to any great extent. 

Better 

“We still have a relatively, 
weak economic performance in. - 
the heavily indebted middle- 
income countries as Well as in the 
large number of relative smalL, 
low-income, countries,” an

Why electricity is 
transmitted at high tension 
The use of electricity has 
reached enormous propor- 
tions. Consequently there 
arose a need to transport 
electricity to ever greater 
distances. This raised a 
serious problem. Direct 
current had to be transmit- 
ted at the output voltage of 
the dynamo which 


produced it, but because of 
the electrical resistance of 
the wires along which it 
passed there was a con- 
siderable drop in the vol- 
tage after a short distance. 
This meant that some of 
the power was lost along 
the way. It was not possible 
to reduce the resistance by 
increasing the thickness of 
the wire as this would have 
made the wires impossibly 
large and heavy. 

To overcome these los- 
ses, the use of alternating 
current was introduced, as 
alternating current can be 
transported at the desired 
high voltages. 

As the loss of power of 
electrical energy during its 
passage along wires is 
caused by the amount of 
current and as the carrying 
potential is equal to the 
current multiplied by the 
tension, we are able by. 
increasing the tension to 
transport large amounts of 
current using relatively 
thin wires. 

At the points where the 
electricity is to be used 
suitable transformers are 
connected to reduce the 
voltage to a less dangerous 
level, such as 240 volts 
which is normal for domes- 
tic use in Britain.

SEOUL, Sept 14, (Reuter): Two 
athl et es, spurred by a single-mm- 
ded ambition to Show they are 
the swiftest humans on land and

Four years ago Carl Lewis 
realised his -dream of emulating 
fellow- American Jesse Owens 
when he ran and jumped to four 
gold medals before a fervently 
patriotic home crowd at the Los 
Angeles Olympics. 

Now Lewis is again the cen- 
trepiece of one of the most 
powerful US track and field 
teams ever assembled. 

Never lacking in self-con- 
fidence, the 27-year-old 
American says he is stronger, 
wiser and_ faster than ever as he 
sets his rights on repeating his 
1984 victories in the 100, 200, 
4x100 metres relay and long 
jump. 

Avenge 

And this time his drive is all the 
fiercer as besets out to avenge his 
defeat by Canadian Ben Johnson 
in last year’s 100 metres final at 
the World Championships. 

While Lewis exudes con- 
fidence, his compatriot Matt 
Biondt is modest in the extreme. 

Biondi competes in seven 
swimming events of which the 50 
metres freestyle is the quickest 
But he and his coach are quick to 
counter any talk of matching 
Mark Spitz’s unique sweep of 
seven gold medals in the 1972 
Munich Olympics. 

“Ridiculous,” his coach Nord 
Thornton said curtly when quiz- 
zed about the possibility of seven 
titles. “It’s impossible.” 

“I have no idea what it would 
be like to win gold after gold,” 
Biondi said. “Because 1 don’t

ing stride. 

Said Aouita, the Olympifc and 
world 5,000 metres champion, 
has dropped down a distance to 
the l,50b, traditionally the blue 
riband event of the track 
programme. 

For good measure he has 
added the 800 to his repertoire 
and the combination of rare 
natural gifts and dedicated hard 
work may make him the first 
person to complete the 800- 1 ,500 
double since 1964.

In the floor exercises she 
looked equally composed alth- 
ough the beaming smile she 
usually turns on m competition 
was missing. 

Her only outward signs of 
nerves were provoked by a bat- 
tery of press photographers and 


television camera crews. 

Dobre, her hair pulled back in 
a short pony tail and held with 
coloured Donald Duck clips, 
glanced nervously at the lines of 
photographers as she descended 
From the platform. She had mis- 
sed her grip on the lower bar but 
still managed to land on her feet. 

Coach Adrin Goreac pulled 
her up on several points in vault 
limning. But Dobre, who at 1 .51 
metres is taller than most of her 
team-males, looked in good 
shape to emulate her heroine and 
compatriot Nadia Comaneci, 
the 1976 Olympic all round 
champion.

The International Olympic 
Committee (IOC) agreed today 
to seek talks with the Inter- 

(FIFA) on the removal of all res- 
trictions on players takingpart in 
the Games. 

Interested 

FIFA has decided that from 
1992, only players aged under 23 
will be allowed to play in the 
Olympics. 

But W31i Daume, chairman of 
the IOC eligibility commission, 
said: “The IOC is not interested 
in organising a youth tour- 
nament even if FIFA wants to 
guarantee that the World Cup 
retains priority. 

“We must prevent the Olym- 
pic Games from becoming a 
youth games. Nobody considers 
introducing an age limit in ath- 
letics. It would be belter to have 
no soccer tournament than half 
of one.” 

In the Olympics starting in 


Seoul on Saturday, European 
and South American teams are 
not allowed to field players who 
haveappeared in the World Cup. 

That regulation was always 
regarded as an unhappy com- 
promise designed to give a better 
chance to teams from African 
and Asian countries with fewer 
. prospects, of xeachinglhe World 
Cup finals. 

FIFA this year decided to 
change the rules for future Olym- 
pics but opted for the age limit 
because it wanted to ensure that 
its World Cup finals, staged 
every four years, did not lose its 
status as the world's top sports 
event outside the Summer 
Games. 

Soccer professionals have 
begun to appear in recent Games 
ana Seoul looks set to stage the 
best football tournament seen at 
an Olympics. 

Three times world champions 
Brazil are sending the team they 
are grooming for the next W.orid 
Cup in Italy in two years time and 
West Germany, for the first time,

New swimming costumes banned 


SEOUL, Sept 14. (Reuter): 
Swimming authorities today 
outlawed new “sealskin-style” 
costumes Australia hdd wanted 
to use at the Seoul Olympics. 

The technical swimming com- 
mittee of the International 
Swimming Federation (F1NA) 
decided the neoprene costumes 
could not be used in Seoul 
because they might give an 
advantage in buoyancy. 

Committee secretary Ross 
Wales said the committee felt the 
swimsuits had been introduced 


too close to the Olympics, giving 
other countries no chance to 
develop something similar. 

“It has been determined that 
we cannot allow the suits to be 
used in this competition. There is 
no question the suit is buoyant. 
It's lighter than water,” Wales 
'told journalists. 

FIN A rules outlaw any device 
which could aid speed or 
buoyancy. Wales said the swim- 
ming authority hoped to test the 
suit further to decide whether it 
might be used by everyone.
